THE TIMBER SUPPLY OF EUROPE. 


From an approximate summary of 
the timber production and trade of 
Europe, as given by the Journal of the 
Agricultural Society of France, may be 
. drawn some lessons which may be of 
benefit in showing the dangers threat- 
ening our timber supply, and the ad- 
vantages of an intelligent public policy 
of preservation. A man in business 
cannot be expected to sacrifice himself 
for the benefit of posterity, But the 
Governmeut should see to it that such 
great resources should not be skacri- 
ficed in one generatiou. The policy 
of Austria has almost a counterpart. 
in that of this country. Sweden and 
Norway have exhausted their oak as 
we almost our walnut, and, according 
to the Journal, their pine is going the 
way of ours. The following are the 
figures given by the, paper mentioned 
above; Sweden and Norway, which 
stilldoa large export trade in deals 
are now compelled to buy their oak in 
Peland; and in Russia the forest alony 
the shores of the Baltic, in Finland, 
and in the southern provinses, are 
rapidly thinning, so that the forest 
produce of the empire is row only 
one in ten. There are about 34,000,- 
000 acres of forest in Germany (of 
which 20,000,000 are in Prussia), esti. 
mated to be worth £500,000,000, and 
bringing in an income of £10,000,000 
per annum. The State forests are 
taken great care of in all parts of 
Germany, in Prussia alone £100,000 
being spent every year in replanting; 
yet the imports of timber exceed the 
exports by over 2,000,000 tons. The 
oak and the beech are the kinds of 
trees which do best in Denmark, but 
the timber trade ef that country is 

very small. Austria and Hungary 
have upwards of 43,000,000. acres of 
forest; but in Austria proper the 
State does not possess more than seven 
per cent. of the wooded area, as owing 
to the wasteful policy of the Ministry 
of France from 1855 to 1872 more 
than 6,000,000 acres were sold for 
sums so far below their value that 
there was a popular saying in Vienna, 
“If you want to become rich, buy 
State forests.” The speculation came 
to an end in 1873, but Austria is now 
obliged to buy most of her timber in 
Bosnia ‘and Montenegro. Servia and 
Roumania have some very fine forests; 
but Italy, though her forest area ex- 
tends over nearly 14,000,000 acres, 
does not do much in the way of a tim- 
ber trade, as the roads leading to the 
forests are so bad that it is almost im- 
possible to move the timber when cut. 
Much the same is the case with Spain, 
“which has 8,500,000 acres of forest; 
while Portugal, which bas only 1,000,- 
000,finds a good market tor her timber 
Sweden end Norway export about 
£32,000,000 worth of timber every 
year, and at this rate their fine forests 
will soon be exhausted.

TODAY'S NEWS 


EASTERN. 
A Frightful Sieamboat Disaster. 
Mempuis, March 30. 

The Cincinnati and New Orleans 
packet Golden City, en route from 
New Orleans to Cincinnati, burned at 
the wharf this morning at 4:30 o'clock. 
Between 30 and 50 lives were lost, 
principally women and children. 
FURTHEK DETAILS OF THE HORROR. 

Mempuis, March 30. 

The steamer Golden City, of the 
Southern Transportation Company’s 
line, wheu approaching the wharf this 
morning, was discovered to be on fire 
by second engineer Robert Kelly, who 
immediately notified Captain Purcell, 
the pilot on watch. The boat was 
headed for shore, and four minutes af- 
terward touched the wharf at the foot 
of Beal street, where coal flats were 


moored. A line was hastily thrown 
and made fast to one of the barges. 
The current being swift it soon parted, 
and the burning steamer floated on 
down the river a mass of flames, with 
many of the passengers and crew 
aboard, who were unable to reach the 
shore, and were lost. The Golden 
City left New Orleans on Saturday 
last, en route to Cincinnati. She car- 
ried a crew of about 60, and had about 
40 cabin passengers, 15 of whom were 
ladies and 9 children. The cargo con- 
sisted of 300 tons, among which was a 
lot of j@te, in which it is supposed the 
fire originated. Among the lest are 
Dr. Monahan and wife, of Jackson, 
Ohio; Mra. Crary, Cincionatti; Miss 
Luella Crary. Cincinnatti; W. N. 
Sterne and wife and two children; 
Oliver Wood and wife, Henderson, 
Ky.; Mrs. Anna Smith, Mass.; Miss 
Campbell; Mrs. Helen Percival; and 
Mrs. L. E. Kouatz and three children. 
The books being lost it is impossible 
to gather a complete list of the oſti- 
cers, who were all saved excepting 
Second Engineer Kelly, who gave the 
alarm and remained at his post until 
cut off by the flames, which spread 
like lightning. He sacrificed his life 
to save others. Thirty were saved as 
far as known. Nearly all of the cabin 
passepgers and deck crew of the 
steamer saved themselves. Stowe's 
circus troupe was taken aboard at Ve- 
dalia, La., and 2 cages of animals 
and birds, together with ticket and 
band wagon, teats and a number of 
horses, were lost. Marion Purcell was 
in the Clerk's office when the alarm 
was first sounded, and he rushed 
through the cabiv, burst open the 
state-room doors, and awakened the 
passengers. So rapidly did the flames 
spread that withio five minutes after 
discovering the fire, which broke out 
amidships, a large part of the steamer 
was ablaze. Those who were saved 
had to flee in their night clothes. 
When the burning gteamer touched 
the wharf the fire communicated to 
the coal fleet and tug Oriole, which 
were all burned. As nearly as can 
be ascertained, there were twenty- 
three ladies aboard the steamer, but 
two of whom, so far as known, were 
saved. The Golden City was five years 
old, cost $54,000 and was insured for 
$30,000 in Cincinnati. She lies suok 
about three miles below here in a 
chute near the Tennessee shore. 
When she floated off from the wharf 
about twenty of the passengers and 
crew jumped abvard a barge which 
floated down the stream and were 
rescued by a harbor boat. It is esti- 
mated that 35 lives were lost. Kelly 
and three roustabouts are the only 
ones of the crew known to be lost. 
The fire was caused by a watchman 
accidently setting fire to a lot of jute 
which was stored amidships of the 
steamer. She had just whistled to 
land and the watchman went among 
the deck passengers to notify them 
that Memphis was being approached, 
when the bottom of hjs lantern dropped 
into the jute and before the flames 
could be extinguished they spread all 
over the deck of the steamer. Purcell, 
the pilot, escaped by climbing over 
the front end of the pilot-house, as the 
fire was all in the rear of him when 
the steamer touched the wharf. The 
tug Oriole did not burn, as first re- 
ported, but was sunk by the burning 
steamer making the landing. Several 
coal barges and ice boats caught fire 
and were burded. Billy Hodge, the 
pilot oh the Dean Adams saved the 
cook, who*jumped overboard as the 
boat floated down stream. All of the 
ngers and crew were kindly 
cared for by C. B. Galloway, of the 
Peabody Hotel. Pat Haley and Mike 
O'Donnell, the two firemen who were 
on watch, say that they saw the 

captain of the watch, named “Wash,”

There were about 10 men on the fated 
boat who must have been drowned. 
Others must have shifted the same 
fate. Felix Lehman, one of the pas- 
sengers, says: There was a merry party 
aboard, and most of the passengers 
remained up until midnight. They 
had one or two gentlemen aboard who 
played the piano, and they entertained 
the passengers with music and singing. 
I was awakened by having my state 
room burst in, and heard a cry 
of fire. I seized my clothes and ran 
forward and reached the barge just in 
time, as the next minute the vessel 
floated down the stream. The body 
of an elderly white woman, as yet un- 
identified, was found floating near the 


. wreck. Stawe's circus was en route

W. McInty re, clerk of the boat says 
that the list of the lost capin passen- 
gers as well as be can remember is 
correct.

The Chinese Bill—Views of Gen. Grant 
' gnd Vice-President Davis. 


New York, March 30. 
The Graphics Washington corre- 
spondent says: General Grant, when 
asked his opinion of the Chinese bill, 
said if he had been in Congress he 


thought he should not have voted for 
the bill in its present form. If he 
were President he did not know 
whether he should veto it or not. He 
thought the bill was objectionable in 
its present shape. He was not in 
favor of the Chinese coming to this 
conntry, but he thought the diffi- 
culty could be met in a better way 
than by legislation here. He thought 
the Chinese Government should be al- 
lowed control of the matter, and keep 
its le at home. He expressed the 
decided opinion that they would do it 
if we would let them. 

It is said that Vice President Davis 
remarked to afriend to-day that he 
considered the bill as undeniably in 
violation of the treaty and that he 
would not hesitate a momentin veto- 
ing it ir he were President. 

The President stated to-day that he 
had not determined what action he 
should take in the matter, but expects 
to reach a conclusion at the Cabinet 
meeting to-morrow.

Congressman Page called at the 
White House this morning and had a 


brief interview with I‘resident Arthur 
concerning the Chinese bill.

Paris, March 29.

American packers prepared the meat 
according to the most approved meth- 
ods.

New York has 8,164 male and 22,- 


505 fgmale teachers. Ohio, Pennsyl- 
unis and Illinois have more ‘mule 
teachers than New York, the number 
in those States being respectively, 
11,456, 9,607 and 9,973. New York, 
as intimated, stands at the head of 
the list of female teachers, the other 
States nearest her being Iowa, 13,879; 
Illinois, 12,757 ; Ohio, 12,031; Penn- 
Sylvania, 11,602. The largest average 
monthly salary to males is paid by the 
District of Columbia, $88 47; Nevada 
next, 884 36; and Arizona, $84. Ne- 
vada pays an average monthly salary 
of $84 09 to her female teachers, and 
Arizona $68. The others are below 
that sum down to $52 83, paid in New
